The violent wind and rain storm which 


visited this city and county last evening, 
between six and seven o'clock was the 
heaviest and most destructive to the corn 
crop we have had in tea years. It came 
up suddenly, and for nearly an hour the 
rain fell in perfect torrents, filling the gut- 
ters and flooding the streets to a depth of 
6 to 10 inches. We have reliable reports 
to-day from different parts of the county, 
and the general opinion ia that the corn 
crop is damaged fully 20 per cent. Ia 
places whole fields of corn are as Bat as 
if a heavy roller had gone over them. The 
damage to apple and fiuit trees and vine- 
yards is also quite serious. 


In Decatur many shade and fruit trees 


were seriously injured. 
Fences, signs 


and bill boards were blown down in dif- 
ferent parts of the cily. A large number 
of cellar* to-day contain from one to three 
feet of water, well water is muddy, and 
the branches last night were higher 
than they have been for many years. The 
damage to the BOW sewer at the water 
works will probably reach $250.
